Last 
March I went crazy. They said it was 
softening of the brain, and that couldnt 
be cured. But when this was chiseled 
out I got all right, and guess I'm good 
to walk a beat several years yet.”’ 

To all appearances Patrolman Meder 
is right in his guess. He is a blond 
giant, ruddy cheeked and broad-chest- 
ed—absolutely unlike the emaciated man 
with wasted face and glittering eyes 
who was strapped to a cot in St. Vin- 
cent’s Hospital seven weeks, unable to 


recognize his friends and raving fitful-. 


ly. 

What happened during those seven 
weeks and four more weeks when Me- 
der was in a strait jacket at City Hos- 
pital is a blank to him. His memory 
for that period is like a slate sponged 
clean. He has no recollection of his 
mad threats, tears, terrors. But 11 hours 
after the operation his wife, leaning 
over the sick man’s cot, put a cool hand 
on his bandaged head and asked: 


Recognized Wife's Voice. 


“Will, don’t you know me?” 

“Sure do.- Why not?’ The voice was 
weak, but perfectly rational. Reason 
had dawn again in the officer’s brain. 

“All that is pretty much like a dream 
now,” Officer Meder said Friday to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter; ‘‘but I remem- 
ber it quite well. The first week after 
the operation was pretty tough. It 
seemed to me as though I had been 
asleep a long time, and must learn ev- 
erything over again. 

“In two or three days facts began to 
come to me so fast it hurt me to think. 
I remembered things that happened just 
before they took me to the asylum, how 
glum and despondent I felt, without 
knowing any reason for it, how my 
wite cried when I would scold her for 
nothing. That made me so sorry I 


could hardly wait till they let me see! 


her, to tell her I hadn’t really meant 
it; but when I did see her she just 
cried and said something about the 
valley of the shadow, and then cried 
some more, and said nothing ever could 
matter now. Wouldn't fet me explain 
anything. That’s the way with a wom- 
an. ° 
“You see, I was just like an old man 
in some things—a fellow starting into 
what they call second childhood. I 
was so feeble I couldn't hardly lift my 


arm, and I had to be humored. They 
said ‘all right,’ and ‘yes, that’s so, 
whenever I said anything, and that 


made me sore. They treated me just 
as if I was a baby. Of course I see now 
they had to do that, but it didn’t seem 
right then. 


Learned War Had Closed. 


“Two or three days after the opera- 
tion I was reading an old newspaper, 
and Dr. Chambers came in to see how 
I was getting along. He asked me 
what news I was most interested In, and 
I told him the war between the Japs 
and Russians. 

“ "Why, he said, ‘that’s all over now. 
The Japs won.’ 

“I guess that was about the biggest 


surprise I ever had in my life. I couldn't 
hardly believe so many things had hap- 
pened while I was asleep—I always 
thought of it as being asleep. And he 
told me about the last big naval bat- 
tle, and read to me newspaper ac- 
counts of the land battles. 1 








| MAN MADE INSANE BY BLOW AND : 
OPERATION RESTORING REASON 
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began. to see then how long I 
had been out of the world—out there in 
the dark, you know—on the other side of 
the line—that’s what it was like. 
“Well, after that I got along fast. It 
was just a question of getting my 


strength back; you know after I went, 


crazy I lost 60 pounds in two months. 
Queer how a little piece of bone pressing 
on the brain could do that to a man— 
and four years after the bone was frac- 
tured. But I got well fast, and in two 
weeks was at home with wife and the 
kids. Two months later I went to work 
on the force, and I’ve been walking my 
beat ever since. 


_ Like a Nightmare. 


“Pretty close call? Yes, but you have 
to take a chance on the force. Now that 
it’s all over it seems pretty much like 
a nightmare when I think about it. But 
I shiver every time I remember how 
close I came to going to an asylum for 
the rest of my life—which wouldn’t have 
been long, I guess.”’ 

At a banquet given in Meder’s honor 
Wednesday evening at Missouri Athletic 
Club Dr. Joseph E. Chambers presented 
him the section of bone chiseled from 
= skull, amid the applause of half a 

ozen friends who had gathered to cele- 
brate the officer’s return to reason. Dr. 
Chambers, ‘in explaining the operation 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter, said: 

“So many alienists and neurologists 
had said Meder was incurable that I 
would not undertake the case until a 
guardian had been appointed by the Pro- 
bate Court, so that consent to an op- 
eration could be legally given. I looked 
at the case as a surgeon, which is prob- 
ably the reason I was so certain of 
my diagnosis, notwithstanding the op- 
posing opinions of specialists 1n men- 
tal derangements. 


First Court Case Recorded. 


“It was probably the first time the 
courts of St. Louis County were ever 
appealed to in order to perform an op- 


eration to save a man’s life. I at 
told that when John T. Bannon asked 
to be relieved of the guardianship it 
was pronounced the first occasion of the 
kind in the courts here—-a guardian for 
a man pronounced incurably insane 
never having been relieved before ex- 
cept in case of death, 

“It took four years for the bone to 
thicken to such an extent under the 
fracture as to rob Meder of his reason. 
It was like this: If you have a bank 
account and ovedraw a dollar every 
month, that bank account will finally 
give out, although it may take a long 
time. Meder was subjected to a con- 
Stantly increasing mental strain. He 
finally became a mental bankrupt. 

“His case Was diagnosed as acute de- 
mentia, or softening of the brain. I 
became conyinced that the blow four 
years before had resulted in a bone 
pressure which hindered the circulation 
of blood through the brain and inter- 
fered with the cerebral convolutions. 

““Meder was on the table two hours. 
I chiseled out a section of the right 
parietal eminence, two inches from the 
crown. This section was an inch wide 
and an inch and a half long. 


6 
Circulation Restored. 


“That relieved the pressure. 
as simple as could be. The circulation 


was restored, mental processes no 
longer affected. It was simply a ques- 
tion of giving Meder time to get back 
his strength. His mental faculties 
came with it. 

“The bone grew together again and 
Meder is iow as sane ond sound as be- 
fore he received that blow.” 

The affray in which Meder was hurt 
occurred the night of July 15, 1901. 
He was stationed in Soulard Street 
District at that time and placed John 
and Joseph Botz under arrest for a 
disturbance. They resisted, and John 
Botz, ramming his head into the of- 
ficer’'s stomach, knocked him to the 
ground. 

Meder lost his club in the fall. John 
Botz leaped on him. Joe, standing 
beside him, struck him on the head 
With the club. The prostrate officer 
drew his revolver and fired three 
times. The first shot struck Joe Botz 
in the abdomen. 

John Botz escaped. Joe Botz died 
almost instantly. Meder did not lose 
consciousness. He was taken to City 
Dispensary and a scalp wound more 
than two inches long treated. After 
that he walked his beat regularly un- 
til his mind gave way. The operation

COLUMBUS, O., Jan .12.—Mrs. Cas- 
sic L. Chadwick arrived at the Pen. to- 
day from Cleveland to begin a sentence 
of 10 years for conspiracy to wreck the 
Citizens’ National Bank at Oberlin, O. 
She was taken through the baggage 
reom under the genéral waiting room in 
the Union Station and was put in a 
carriage and sent to prison. Ten po- 
licemen were sent to the station to keep 
the crowd back, and three policemen 
escorted the woman to the carriage. 

Mrs. Chadwick was in charge of 
United States Marshal Channdler and 
Deputy Fleming and was brought to Co- 
lumbus in a Pullman over the. Big 
Four. 

No special preparations were made in 
the women’s department for the recep- 
tion of Mrs. Chadwick. She will be 
compelled to sleep on a cot in the corri- 
dor of the prison, as the women’s de- 
partment is filled and every bed occu- 
pied. ' 

The prison officials are firm in the be- 
lief that Mrs. Chadwick “is Mad- 
ame Devere, for after she had filed her 
name with the clerk the following entry 
was made in the book at the prison: 

“Mrs, Cassie L. Chadwick alias Mme. 
Devere—ten years—conspiring to wreck 
a national bank—-Cuy@hoga County— re- 
ceived Jan. 12, 1906, expires Jan. 12, 1916 
—good time, November. 1912."’ 

The prison officials are skeptical as to 
the illness of Mrs, Chadwick.

Julia Palecek, ‘‘almost 13," and Annie 
Oertle, ‘“‘just past 13,"’ are the subjects 
of the proceedings against Young. Julia 
is the daughter and only support of 
Mrs. Sorhia Palecek, a widow of 2107 
Lismarck street. Annie Oertle’s parents 
are Henry and Amelia Oecertle of 2436 
South Second street. 

Julia says she would rather go to 
school than work, but she needs food 
and clcthing more than education. Work 
for her is a necessity, learning, how- 
ever little, a luxury which she has 
small hope of obtaining. 

Two hours before the ‘‘first bell’’ has 
rung to call Julia's former playmates 
to their books in Humboldt School, op- 
posite her home, she has begun her 
long day's labor in the factory. And 
not unti! two hours after the laggards 
among the Humboldt’s hundred chil- 
dren have forgotten blackboard and 
slate, does Julia quit her place at the 
inachine. 

Forty minutes for a cold and meager 
lunch is the oasis in Julia’s pilgrimage 
through her 10 hours of toil.
